We are told we live in an “age 
of anxiety.” Historians point out there

Has it brought us lasting peace and 
the satisfaction that we are seeking? 
Emphatically, NO! 

There are other paths which many 
are traveling, the path of FAME, 
FORTUNE, PLEASURE and 
POWER, but none of them lead us 
anywhere but deeper into the mire. 
Many are floundering and lost — 
seeking true reality and peace in their 
lives. 

SO WHERE ARE WE? We are a 
nation of empty people with our 
heads crammed with knowledge. 
We've made great progress, but with- 
in our souls is a spiritual vacuum. 
Why are we EMPTY? BECAUSE 
THE CREATOR MADE US FOR 
HIMSELF AND WE SHALL 
NEVER FIND COMPLETENESS 
AND LASTING _ HAPPINESS 
- APART FROM CHRIST. 

Isaiah 57:21 declares, There is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wicked. 

The New Testament word for 
PEACE means literally “To bind to- 
gether.” This peace or “binding to- 
gether” has been accomplished by 
Jesus Christ through His death on 
the cross. God says, in words impos- 
sible to misunderstand, “And having 
made PEACE through the blood of 
his cross, by him to reconcile all 
things unto himself.” (Col. 1:20). 
Paul tells us in Ephesians 2:14, “For 
He (the Lord Jesus Christ) is our 
peace, who hath made both one, and 
hath broken down the middle wall of 
partition between us.” 

In spite of today’s progress, man 
remains just as he was in the begin- 
ning. He is still under the curse of 
sin, for the Bible. declares man, “is 
born in sin and shapen in iniquity.” 
The result of sin still bring a reproach 
and death. MAN is just the same 
basically, as in the beginning, despite 
his progress, education, higher stand- 
ards of living. 

Then there’s a second fact — that 
SIN STILL REMAINS UNCHANGE- 
ABLE. Billy Graham, in his book 
Peace With God, had this to say 
about sin, and I quote. 

“Sin too, has remained unchanged, 
although man has done his best to 
alter-it. We've tried to dress it up 
with other names. We've put new 
labels on the same old bottle of poi- 


son. We've tried to whitewash the 
old barn and pretend it was another 
building. Weve tried calling sin 
“errors” or “mistakes” or “poor judg- 
ment” but sin itself has stayed the 
same. No matter how we try to salve 
our conscience, we've known all along 
that men are still sinners; and the re- 
sults of sin are still disease, disap- 
pointment, disillusionment, despair 
and death.” (page 13) 

Finally a third and most glorious 
fact is found in Hebrews 13:8 which 
states, “Jesus Christ is the same yes- 
terday, and today and forever.” All 
other things may change, but Christ 
remains the same. His love for you 
has never changed. He came to bring 
peace to your soul. It is Christ, and 
Christ alone, who has the answer to 
your permanent peace. 

In 1829 George Wilson was sen- 
tenced in Pennsylvania to be hanged 
by the United States Supreme Court 
for robbing the mails and for mur- 
der. Andrew Jackson, as president of 
the United States, pardoned him, but 
Wilson refused the pardon and insist- 
ed that it was not a pardon unless he 
accepted it. That was a point of law 
never before raised in the U.S.A. The 
Attorney General said the law was 
silent on the point. The President was 
urged to call upon the Supreme Court 
to decide the point at once, as the 
sheriff must know whether or not to 
hang Wilson. Chief Justice John 
Marshall, one of our greatest jurists, 
gave the following decision: “A par- 
don is a paper, the value of which 
depends upon its acceptance by the 
person implicated It is hardly to be 
supposed that one under sentence of 
death would refuse to accept a par- 
don, but if it is refused, it is no par- 
don. George Wilson must be hanged.” 
And he was hanged. Who was respon- 
sible? No one but the man himself. 

Peace and pardon have been ac- 
complished for you in Christ. This 
PERMANENT PEACE is yours to 
accept — or otherwise it will be just 
a piece of paper. 

Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have PEACE with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Rom. 5:1. 

Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee; because he trusteth in thee. 
Isa. 26:8. 


THE QUEST FOR PEACE 


When men continue to be at en- 
mity against God and refuse to recog- 
nize His authority, they “fight like 
cats and dogs,” and “the way of peace 
they have not known.” But cats and 
dogs, who recognize the same master, 
will eat out of the same dish and lie 
down te sleep together. It is not an 
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uncommon sight at our farm home to 
see our sheep dog curled up on the 
doorstep asleep with two half-grown 
cats curled up on top of him, sleep- 
ing in undisturbed tranquility. The 
secret is that they know the same 
master.

T: first step in any church build- 


fit a program into it is to get the cart 


before the horse; the church’s needs 
and objectives must first be deter- 
mined, then the building planned to 
meet the requirements of the pro- 
gram. Within a denomination the gen- 
eral pattern is much the same, but 
no two churches are identical, each 
having its specific needs. 
PRELIMINARY STEPS 

A congregation is not ready to see 
an architect or even to appoint a 
building committee until it has made 
an appraisal of its own needs. While 
building committees have fulfilled 
this function, it can hardly be dele- 
gated to an architect or builder. This 
survey should be an all-church pro- 
cedure, and avoid the limitations that 
might be placed upon it by a build- 
ing committee, which faces the uni- 
versal temptation of moving too 
rapidly and independently. 

There must be some organization 
of the local church for realizing the 
structure that will best fit its needs 
and ideals. Three principal phases 
are recognized, the first two of which 
may be concurrent: 1) the visualiza- 
tion of the building in terms of the 
site, style of building, activities to be ~ 
bound, estimated attendance, etc.; 
2) the setting up of the financing, or 
fund-raising program; and 8) the 
actual erection of the building. 

The best beginning then is an or- 
ganization which will direct a survey 
of all the departments of church 
work. In a sense, this should be a 
committee of the whole church, but 
appointment of a smaller survey com- 
mittee will give direction. A good 
approach for this group would be to 
1) study various books and articles 
in religious journals on modern 
church building; 2) to visit new 
churches in near by areas to discover 
how others have solved similar prob- 
lems; and 8) to consult with each de- 
partment of the church — Sunday 
school and Christian Education, 
Christ’s Ambassadors, Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council, Men’s Fellowship, 
Choir and music, etc., to discover 
what each desires and expects in the 
new church building. All the needs 
of the congregation should be listed. 
Long-range requirements and ideals 
should be considered. To think in 
terms of the ideal typifies sound rea- 
son, as well as vision and faith. Some 
provisions or facilities may be elimi- 
nated later if available funds are in- 
adequate. The total plan should be 
considered and if all can not be pro- — 
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vided at first, other facilities may be 
ded later. : 
THE SURVEY 
Remember that the architect’s task 
is to adapt his design to the program 
of the church; he is not to create a 
program. This necessitates an evalua- 
tion and this survey work is the one 
_ which usually gets the least attention. 
_ People attend church all their lives 
and are not aware that some patterns 
of church building are much more 
desirable than others. Church de- 
signs must be tailored to fit congrega- 
tions as well as objectives. Recom- 
mendations arising out of a survey 
_ will provide the designer with im- 
portant and essential data. The com- 
mittee on survey may wish to employ 
_a church planning or building con- 
- sultant who can help it appraise its 
own needs in the light of experiences 
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PART II. 


Organizing The Building Program

of other churches. This service is 
usually comparatively inexpensive, 
the consultant being paid a per diem 
rate. 

Seating requirements provide the 
first index to the size of building 
needed. Planning of the seating ca- 
pacity depends upon two factors: 
present attendance and anticipated 
growth. The first is fairly simple, but 
a realistic estimate of the potential 
for growth is much more difficult, 
requiring some community research. 
The congregation must examine its 
own program and outreach, in addi- 
tion to analyzing community trends. 
Size of the church cannot be based 
on the attendance at special occasions. 
Cost must be kept in mind and is al- 
ways mainly related to size of struc- 
ture. Frequently some plan that pro- 
vides for overflow seating in an ad- 
joining chapel or hall is highly de- 
sirable. A rough way of computing 
the space requirement for a given 
number of people is to allow nine 
square feet per person, which pro- 
vides for aisles. The only accurate 
way is to draw a floor plan to scale. 
Pews must be set a minimum of 32 
inches back to back, with 20 inches

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of seating space per person. 

Educational requirements are re- 
flected in the need of facilities, class- 
rooms, assembly rooms, and equip- 
ment for Sunday school, vacation 
Bible school, released time school, 
etc. Planning of this very important 
area of church school activity with 
reference to present trends of space 
organization will be dealt with in a 
separate article in this series. 

Facilities for young people's activi- 
ties; general fellowship and _ recrea- 
tion, including kitchen and dining 
space; for music and choir; and for 
administration and consultation, will 
also receive more detailed attention 
in subsequent issues of Glad Tidings 
Magazine. It is important in the pre- 
liminary survey that nothing be over- 
looked, and that each activity of the 
church be provided for as adequately 
as possible within the framework of 
its relative importance and the build- 
ing budget. Long range planning will 
lead toward the ultimate attainment 
of the ideal church plant. 


THE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


With the preliminary steps of sur- 
vey and the selection of tentative ob- 
jectives accomplished, the next step 
may well be the appointment of the 
actual building committee. This com- 


mittee should not have the added 
burden of selling the idea of a new 
church. Neither should it as a rule 
have the responsibility of administer- 
ing the financial campaign or of di- 
recting the program of public rela- 
tions and other promotion. The 
specific task of the building commit- 
tee is to take the material provided 
by the preliminary survey, and in the 
light of it to study plans of churches 
so as to be familiar with possible 
solutions to average problems. It 
should be clear to this group that its 
task does not include actual planning 
of the building in the sense of tech- 
nical design. The building committee 
is never a substitute for a competent 
architect or designer. A further spe- 
cific of the committee is to make sel- 
ection of and engage an architect, to 
make contracts with the builders in 
the name of the church, and to sup- 
ervise the construction in the sense 
of seeing that the building is proper- 
ly erected and the interests of the 
congregation protected. They have a 
difficult task at best, and can can be 
most effective if the groundwork has 
been well done. 

A good building committee should 
be representative of the whole 
church, and since it acts in executive

R. M. Riggs 
Joins Bethany 
Faculty 


The Rev. Ralph M. Riggs, retiring 
General Superintendent of the As- 
semblies of God will join the faculty 
of Bethany Bible College in the sec- 
ond semester of the 1960-61 academic 
year. Rev. Riggs has served since 
1953 in the highest post of his de- 
nomination. From 1945 until 1953 
while serving as an Assistant General 
Superintendent, he also held the port-

Rev. Riggs served several terms in 
South Africa as a missionary and on 
his return to the United States be- 
came pastor of the Central Assembly 
of God in Springfield, Missouri. While 
there he also served on the faculty of 
Central Bible Institute. Later, as Gen- 
eral Superintendent, he became Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of that 
school. 


In great demand as a Bible confer- 
ence speaker and seminar leader for 
many minister’s institutes, Rev. Riggs 
will continue his field ministry during 
the summer and fall of each year and 
will join the faculty of Bethany Bible 
College for the spring semester. He 
will teach Pastoral Theology and 
other related courses to the practical 
ministry. Author of a number of 
books read widely in the Assemblies 
of God among which are, “The Spirit 
Himself,” “This We Believe,” “The 
Successful Sunday School,” and “A 
Successful Minister.” Rev. Riggs will 
also devote a portion of his time to 
writing still more books portraying

In the face of revolutions and 
counter-revolutions in Central and 
South America, the spirit of revival 
is continuing to grow. Last month in 
Santa Ana, El Salvador for the first 
time Assemblies of God missionaries 
were able to carry on outdoor evan- 
gelistic meetings without being stop- 
ped. In the past, evangelists have 
been halted by the authorities after 
several meetings. 

However, at the end of the third 
week of the meetings in which Evan- 
gelist Stanley P. MacPherson was 
speaker complaints were filed. Broth- 
er MacPherson was called in to the 
immigration office for questioning. 
Upon his release he was ordered not 
to preach publicly. Missionary Paul 
Finkenbinder took his place that 
evening. 

The next day many of the Chris- 
tians in Santa Ana marched to the 
government building and outside the 
office of the Minister of Interior J. 
William Trabanino staged a silent 
and well organized demonstration. 
After some time the Minister of In- 
terior appeared and read a statement. 
“There has probably been misinter- 
pretation in this case. We are not 
trying to stop your evangelistic activi- 
ties, it is only an investigation of them. 
I am surprised that you became so 
disturbed, but appreciate the fact 
that you have given me the oppor- 
tunity to greet you personally. El 
Salvador enjoys full liberty of ser- 
vices. Let Mr. MacPherson keep on 
preaching. If the good people about

you have confidence in you, and in 
God, keep teaching them love, peace 
and brotherhood.” 

As a result of this and the public 
notice it brought, many people came 
to the meeting and many were saved.

Continue in earnest prayer for the 
evangelists and missionaries in these 
countries during their crucial hour.

“Why stand ye here all the day 
idle? They say unto Him, because no 
man hath hired us. He saith unto 
them, “go ye also into the vineyard” 


~ Matthed 20:6, 7. 


Just before Christ’s ascent He com- 
missioned His disciples, who were 
all laymen, with these words, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” Mark 16: 
15. With this personal command, peo- 
ple everywhere by word of mouth 
began telling the good news of salva- 
tion. As Satan’s kingdom became 
threatened, he tried to stop this ad- 
vance of the Christian church by per- 
secution and violence. The example 
of these faithful martyrs only stirred 
men to greater efforts and it is esti- 
mated by historians that 75% of the 
known world became christianized 
during that time. 

To defeat the spread of the gospel 
satan hit upon another idea. He would 
overemphasize the divine distinction 
between Christian servants by divid- 
ing the church into two groups. A 
large group called the laity and a 
small group called the clergy. The 


work of the ministry was placed in 


the hands of the small professional 
clergy and the laity was encouraged 
to go to sleep; and to sleep it went. 

Twelve centuries of the Dark Ages 
followed. The Reformation of the 
Sixteenth Century, and the invention 
of the printing press helped to save 
the situation. People began to read 
the Bible and to realize that they 
could have their own priesthood be- 


fore God. The yoke was partially

broken and scattered revivals broke 
out which led eventually to the great 
revivals which followed. The clergy- 
laity division, however, is still with 
us today, with the result that we have 
an increasing lazy laity and an over- 
burdened and overworked clergy. 

The inactivity of the main body of 
believers should be the real cause for 
concern. The Church has been chal- 
lenged with a commission that in- 
volves every single individual. The 
personal ministry must be restored 
to each one of us who goes to make 
up this mystical organism, the church, 
with each one taking up His challenge 
to, “Follow me and I will make you 
fishers of men.” 

“Go ye therefore and make dis- 
ciples” is not an idle challenge. It 
means that we are to go into enemy 
territory and make converts. The 
Lord has stated that we are to “Go 
out into the highways and the hedges 
and compel them to come in, that my 
house may be filled.” It is a com- 
mando operation and requires train- 
ing and planning. The local church 


- should be the barracks where Christ’s 


troops are readied for combat. Pulpit- 
centered oratory is not enough. Mat- 
thew 9:38 states that the labourers 
are to be sent forth into His harvest. 
But they must be sent forth prepared. 
It has been reliably estimated that 
ninety percent of professing Chris- 
tians have never led a single soul to 
Christ, and if we were to carry this 
survey a little farther we would find 
to our amazement that about the 
same percentage would not know how

to introduce another person to Christ 
by the Word. The lack of proper 
training has been the most serious 
deterent in fulfilling this commission. 
Also the laity has not considered this 
their function, but has placed this en- 
tire burden on the pastor, whom they 
consider is being paid for the job. 

A year and a half ago when the 
District Men’s Fellowship was estab- 
lished, the burden of personal soul 
winning was evident in the hearts of 
the newly appointed officers. A pro- 
gram was set in motion to stimulate 
this activity among the laymen of our 
movement. The statement “Winning 
Men For Christ” became the motto. 
The middle words beginning with 
“M” and “F” stand for “Men’s Fellow- 
ship.” In other words, the Men’s Fel- 
lowship organization is wrapped up 
in this motto of “Winning Men For 
Christ” which is its main objective. 
To do this a rediscovery of the per- 
sonal ministry was necessary. Men 
still need to be won to Christ and the 
best way to do this is to lead them 
one by one.

The romance of this form of evangel- 
ism is that everyone can do it. 

Laymen, this is a call to action! We © 
need to work arm in arm with our — 
pastors to get the job done. The day 
of golden opportunity for the soul 
winner is here. The Lord of the vine- 
yard has said, “Go ye also into the 
vineyard; and whatsoever is right, 
that shall ye receive . . .Why stand 
ye here all the day idle?” . . . “Go Ye.” 

The sleeping giant of Pentecost to- 
day is the Idle Laity.

capacity should remain cognizant of 
its duty to carry out the wishes of the 
congregation. One or two strong- 
minded individualists can _ fairly 
wreck havoc in the: total program. 
Church building is a cooperative 
venture. Committees should know ex- 
actly what the church expects them 
to do, and it is extremely important — 
that in this case specific duties and | 
responsibilities should be assigned, — 
and proper authority given to imple- — 
ment these. | 
The building committee represents _ 
liason between many interests includ- _ 
ing the congregation, the pastor, the _ 
architect, and the contractor. It will | 
be fully cooperative with the pastor, 
and in smaller churches especially, | 
he may participate in committee 
work to a considerable degree, but — 
will never dominate but always re- | 
main the shepherd of the flock, pri- | 
marily the spiritual leader. It is neces- | 
sary for every church to employ an | 
architect or designer when it is time | 
to erect a new building. The architect | 
should not be regarded as extra ex- 
pense but as necessary as any other | 
master workman who will be engag- 
ed in the building. Inadequate plans 
are far more costly than the services | 
of the best architect, who should be | 
selected on the basis of his experience | 
and success in church planning and 
designing. 
A building program is a total | 
church effort. Thoughtful organiza- | 
tion, actively carried out, can do a | 
great deal. toward achieving desired | 
objectives, and smoothing out prob- | 
lems that are sure to arise. Building | 
God’s house is often a once-in-a- | 
generation experience, and should | 
convey the utmost meaning to every || 
worshipper. |

Classroom 


Discipline

Every teacher must face the chal- 
lenge of his particular class with con- 
fidence. Proper classroom discipline 
gives evidence of a teacher with con- 
fidence. 

Improper classroom discipline is 
usually the reason for lack of under- 
standing among pupils, Jack of spirit-

ual results and growth. 

Discipline is not corporal punish- 
ment involving spanking, arguments, 
cross words, or any unethical punish- 
ments, simply stated — discipline is 
making disciples. Good discipline is 
positive discipline. Good discipline 
grows out of good teacher-student 
relationship. It is based on mutual 
love, respect and concern. It will 
break down barriers to the heart and 
life of our pupil. 

If your classroom discipline is con- 
sistant your pupils will want disci- 
pline. Discipline must be that disci- 
pline that gives the pupils security. 
You must be fair, firm and friendly 
with each pupil. 

The question is often asked, “What 
can be done with the discipline prob- 
lems in my classroom.” First, spell out 
a few simple rules for the class to 
follow. Be sure the pupils understand 
each rule. These should include rules 
that will regulate your class problems, 
such as — we do not chew gum in 
class or we do not stand on classroom 
furniture or we enter the classroom 
quietly. Include positive rules as 
much as is possible. Secondly, never 
allow yourself to become angry, but 
take firm action at the first sign of 
deviation from your rules. Thirdly, 
enforce your rules uniformily. This 
eleviates having teacher’s pets. Re- 
member disobedience does not disap- 
pear by ignoring it. 

After establishing classroom dis- 
cipline, look at your class in a posi- 
tive aspect — that of making disciples. 
Seek to determine the main cause of 
your discipline problem. Once dis- 
covered you are on the way to cor- 
recting it. Mr. Frank G. Coleman, 
author of the book The Romance of 
Winning Children, suggests three 


causes of poor discipline. It may be 
the circumstances in which you 
teach, it may be a child in your class 
or it may be you — the teacher. 

Good discipline will usually be the 
result of correcting these three areas 
of our teaching ministry — the class- 
room must be a_ neatly kept class- 
room with clean walls, curtained 
windows, proper ventilation and heat. 
Circumstances such as these can be 
had in any situation and they land 
themselves to good discipline. Do 
your very best in any circumstance. 

If a pupil is discovered to be the 
cause of poor discipline, studies 
should be made as to his home life, 
hobbies and interests, his physical 
and mental abilities and as in any 
case the spiritual need must be con- 
sidered and met. 

The majority of classroom prob- 
lems could probably be traced to 
problem teachers rather than prob- 
lem students. Children follow exam- 
ples and teachers not only teach by 
work but by deed. Children readily 
follow their leaders in examples of 
reverence, consistency and faithful- 
ness. 

Self examination is needed to see 
what kind of examples we really are. 
Teachers must be consistent in every 
area of the teaching ministry. Con- 
sistency requires thoroughness. A 
teacher must be thorough in prepara- 
tion for the class. A thoroughly pre- 
pared teacher will not keep eyes 
glued to the lesson quarterly or notes, 
but will be able to establish good 
eye contact with the members of the 
class. This is another step to good dis- 
cipline. Thorough preparation means 
that the teacher will be prepared be- 
fore classtime. This will enable the 
teacher to be early (at least 15 min- 
utes). This time can be used to put 
things in order, greet the early pupils 
who crave the teachers fellowship 
and also a time to help pupils with 
workbooks or problems. It does not 
hurt to announce to individuals that 
you as the teacher will be in the class- 
room early. 

Don’t forget to compliment your 
class for their good work, attention, 
etc. Don't be a stuffed shirt or a 
square, but do work without compro- 
mise to the principles and methods 
of Christ for making disciples. 
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Superintendent's Message

Y will mention very briefly the good 
Campmeetings which were conducted 
throughout the District last summer. The 
attendance was excellent and from all of 
the reports which came to us, we believe 
the spiritual tide was unusually high. Shall 
we all remember to pray for the camp- 
meetings which are now being arranged 
for this summer? We trust that much spirit- 
ual progress will be made through the min- 
istry of the various ministers who will come 
to us. Every layman and minister would 
find it tremendously profitable to arrange 
to attend at least one of the District Camp- 
meetings. 

Our Ministers’ Institutes in 1959 were 
well-attended and well-received. Having six 
of the Institutes throughout the District en- 
abled most of our ministers to attend. 
Brother C. C. Burnett was the featured 
speaker and inspired and instructed us in 
a most challenging manner. Most of us will 
never forget his messages. Stanley Michael, 
Promotional Director of “Revivaltime,” our 
Assemblies of God National Radio Voice, 
was also a speaker and member of the In- 
stitute Team. Brother Michael made us all 
more conscious of the tremendous oppor- 
tunity and responsibility we have through 
this world-wide “Revivaltime” voice. I was 
pleasantly surprised and very grateful when 
I receiver a telegram from the General 
Council a few weeks ago informing me that 
our District had taken first place in the 
nation in the increase in number of churches 
supporting *Revivaltime.” As “Revivaltime” 
Representative in the District, I want to 
personally and on behalf of “Revivaltime,” 
thank you for the whole-hearted coopera- 
tion you are giving to this great work. 

In the month of October we conducted 
what we called a “Planning Council.” Even 
though this was the first attempt to bring 
all of the District Committees together for 
such a conclave, i proved to be a success. 
Our Presbytery in session asked that we 
provide for another Planning Council in 
1960. Its purpose is in the interest of unity, 
coordination and economy of the entire 
District operation. Each committee was 
made aware of each other committee, its 
problems and successes. We re-oriented our- 
selves and examined and reevaluated our 
missions and our motives. Ways were de- 
signed whereby we will be able to avoid 
a duplication of effort and fix our goals 
toward greater efficiency, effectiveness, 
and economy. We want to thank our good 
churches for their help in providing funds 
to assist with the expense of their members 
who attended the Planning Council. We 
firmly believe that 1960 will be a greater 
year in growth and progress, spiritually and 
numerically partly because of this “looking 
ahead” in planning and praying. 

The monthly Newsletter, an informant 
for ministers, has been another effort to- 
ward economy, in eliminating many in- 
dividual letters and in keeping our min- 
isters better informed. Your kind remarks 
concerning this Newsletter have revealed 
its good acceptance among you. 


We have enjoyed a good gain this year 
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at home and abroad. There has been add- 
ed to our church rolls around 1600 new 
members, giving us a total in the neigh- 
borhood of 12,000 church members and 
approximately 25,000 adult adherents in 
our local churches in the District. This is 
not a 100% representation as there are some 
churches which have not reported. Our re- 
ported Sunday School attendance is now 
nearing the 32,000 mark. Our total missions 
giving, exclusive of District Home Missions, 
has reached the astronomical sum of near- 
ly one-half million dollars during the year. 
All of this speaks of vision, prayers, work, 
and sacrifice. 

Of every dollar recorded in our District 
records this past year, 76.975% (almost 77 
cents) went to Missions and Benevolences. 
8.193% (a little over 8 cents) went to Edu-

cation and Youth. 6.778% (about 8% cents) 
for Pastoral and Ministries, while only 
4.368% (less than 5 cents) was used for 
Operational Expenses and 3.686% (a little 
over 3% cents) for Property and Mainten- 
ance. You will agree with me that this is 
truly a commendable report. A copy of this 
breakdown has been passed out to you in 
your convention packet. 

Now, all of these things speak primarily 
of the past, where we have been and what’ 
we have done — they are in retrospect. Let 
us be quick to learn from the past and chart 
our course for the future. “Forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, I (we) 
press toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 

Let us not forget or by-pass our senior

4. A District-wide church tithing drive 
program will be conducted. This is to en- 
list each church member as a tither in his 
own church.

5. Chaplaincy coverage must be studied 
and provided not only in the military but 
in civilian institutions, hospitals and indus- 
try. We MUST take our message every- 
where. 
6. A study of Church Administration 


with an eye toward maximum spiritual 


successes and efficiency at meximum ex- 
pense. 

7. We need to provide student centers 
and boarding houses near State colleges 
and universities. A Haven of Rest, especial- 
ly for our Assemblies of God young people 
who are attending these schools and where 


in some instances, their faith is being 


strongly challenged. As more of our young 
people seek higher education for their pro- 


_ fessions, this need will become increasing- 


ly great. 


8. Rescue Missions in our large cities are 


still a great open door for soul-winning and 
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FROM OUR CONSTITUTION 


Section 3. New Assemblies. 7 
a. Whenever one of our Ministers or a group of our people desire to establish 


_a new church in any community, the minister or the leader of the group shall con- 


tact the Sectional Presbyter and the District Superintendent. The District Super- 
intendent, or his representative, and the Presbyter shall meet in conference with 
the said minister or leader for consultation about the advisability of such proposal. 
, __b. In the event the proposed development is to be in close proximity to an 
existing Assembly the pastor or pastors shall be consulted before consent is given 
to starting and determining the final location of the new work. 

c. If there should be disagreement about the opening of the new church a 
board of mediation shall be convened consisting of the District Superintendent, the 
Assistant Superintendent, the Secretary-Treasurer, the Sectional Presbyter and the 
three pastors nearest to the proposed location. The minister or the leader of the 


group shall be invited to present his proposition. 
d. The mediation board shall use the following procedure for the basis of 


judgement: 


1. The natural geographical boundaries such as rivers, mountains, free-ways, 


sub-divisions, etc. 


2. Concentration of population, population trends, etc. 


3. Outreach of existing assemblies. 


e. After prayerful consideration of all facts in the case, th board of mediation 
shall render its decision and deliver the same to the responsible party. 
f. The decision of the Board of Mediation shall be final unless it is reversed 


by an appeal to the District Presbytery. 


g. Accurate minutes, in triplicate, shall be kept of all hearings. 
1. One copy shall be sent to the District Secretary. 
2. One copy shall be kept by the Sectional Presbyter. 
3. One copy shall be given to the minister or group leader involved. 

h. A group which severs tis relationship from an existing Assembly because 
of some difference of opinion with regard to matters of faith or discipline within 
the parent body shall follow the above outlined procedure. 

i. 1. Groups refusing to comply with the recommendation of the Board of 
Mediation shall jeopardize their status and affiliation with the Assemblies of God. 

2 Ministers shall be disciplined according to Article VII, Section 6 of Bylaws. 

j. Independent or other churches applying for recognition as an_ affiliated 
Assembly of God church shall be approved in the same manner as that of new 


churches applying for approval. 


k. 1. The District Council shall take an unfavorable attitude against any min- 
ister who has formerly pastored in an area, returning to said locality to start a 
new church, unless he has been given permission by the esven man Mediation 


Board. 


2. Any minister who refuses to accent the recommendation of the Mediation 
Board or the District Presbytery in the matter of establishing a new Assembly 
shall be disciplined according to Article VII, Section 6 of the Bylaws. 

3. Any group that has withdrawn from an established assembly for the pur- 
pose of beginning a new church without mutual agreement from the parent body 
or having first obtained the approval of the above Mediation Board is disapproved.

9. A Retirement Home for our Senior 
Citizens is becoming a very pressing need 
in view of our present economic and social 
structure.

Some of our districts are already 
ahead of us on this. 

10. Children’s Homes and Boys’ Ranches 
are needed to provide care and love and 
training for unfortunate children and or- 
phans from Northern California and Ne- 
vada and from across the seas. 

These and other goals are being consider- 
ed for the future of our District as the 
time is right and the programs workable. 
Study groups are even now working on 
some of these future programs. 

Now, my dear friends, as your District 
Superintendent, I have endeavored to point 
out in part, the far-reaching responsibili- 
ties which rest upon the Church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the combined forces of 
the Assemblies of God, the Northern Cali- 
fornia and Nevada District, and upon each 
one of us as individual believers. If we are 


to accomplish a spiritual mission by spirit- 
ual means, we will be keenly aware of the 
demand placed upon us — that we be 
spiritual. We rejoice in the plan of God 
which enables us by the power of the Holy 
Ghost to be joined with the supernatural 
and divine resources of an all-powerful God 
for an ill-important task. 

May I admonish you that we all endeav- 
or to live within the bonds of the love and 
fellowship of Christ. Even as the early 
church was distinguished by her reputation 
of members loving one another — so may 
all men know that we are Christ’s by our 
love for the brethren. A love which will 
cause us to esteem the other better than 
himself, to give honor one to the other, to 
be concerned for the welfare of our Broth- 
ers in Christ. May a self-effacing, self- 
sacrificing, Spirit-filled life be a distinguish- 
ing mark and our motivating force the 
“love of God” outpoured in humble devo- 
tion and service to Christ and His Church. 
For “By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another.” (John 13:35). End 
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Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; and lean not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways acknowledge Him, and he shall direct thy
